CHARLEVOIX COUNTY 
- Policies centered on the 
pandemic consumed a good 
portion of the discussion 
held at the September 8 
Charlevoix County Com- 
missioner’s meeting. Dis- 
cussion on a symbolic 
resolution supporting 
school districts right and 
ability to make policies 
concerning masks in 
school and whether to de- 
clare a state of emergency 
furthering county munici- 
pality’s ability to meet vir- 
tually was long. A public 
meeting was held on the 
general and subsidiary 
budgets. 

Much of the conversa- 
tion at the meeting refer- 
enced back to a meeting 
held the day before, on Sep- 
tember 7, of the Board of 
Health where representa- 
tives on that board from 
Charlevoix, Antrim, Otsego 
and Emmet Counties voted 
7-1 to rescind the recent 
PreK-12 mask mandate is- 
sued by the Health Depart- 
ment’s Health Officer, Lisa 
Peacock, was disregarded. 

In a show of support for 


the local school districts, 
Commissioner Christensen 
opened the floor for discus- 
sion about passing a reso- 
lution stating that the 
board is in full support of 
the school district’s ability 
to make the decision that 
“the Governor had 
granted.” “The actual issue 
was never discussed. It’s 
not about the mask man- 
date, it’s about the exercise 
in authority to make a deci- 
sion,” he said. “All I want 
to do is support their abil- 
ity to make this decision al- 
though it’s purely symbolic 
at this time.” Commis- 
sioner Hankins supported 
the idea, “I think it makes 
sense to have this board, by 
means of resolution, sup- 
port the Board of Health.” 
he said. Commissioner 
Robert Jess stated that he 
was not in support. A draft 
of the resolution will be 
presented for approval at 
the September 22 meeting. 
“T think everybody should 
know how we feel,” said 
Commissioner Shirley 
Roloff. 

The prospect of declar- 
ing another state of emer- 


gency for Charlevoix 
County was discussed. By 
law, if passed, the state of 
emergency would last until 
December 31, 2021. Com- 
missioner Jess said he re- 
ceived a call from Hayes 
Township who was forced 
to cancel a meeting be- 
cause 15 people showed up. 
“T am not in favor of gov- 
ernment by zoom,” said 
Hankins. A vote to decide 
the matter ended 3-3 with 
Christensen, Hankins and 
Reinhardt opposed. 

During the public hear- 
ing, Finance Director, 
Becki King, brought the 
commissioners attention to 
notable items in the budg- 
ets. Some of them include a 
2% cost of living increase 
for all county employees, a 
50% increase in commis- 
sioner monthly stipends 
($250->$500), and a 33% in- 
crease in the Probate Court 
budget that was explained 
by a transfer of jurisdic- 
tion for 17 year olds from 
the District Court. New 
costs were included for the 
remodeling and renovation 
of the Shirley Roloff Build- 
ing ($1.1Mil) and the 


Much of the conversation at the meeting referenced back to a meeting held the day before, on September 7, of 
the Board of Health where representatives on that board from Charlevoix, Antrim, Otsego and Emmet Counties 
voted 7-1 to rescind the recent PreK-12 mask mandate issued by the Health Department’s Health Officer, Lisa 


Peacock, was disregarded. 
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Beaver Island Lighthouse 
($110,000) as well as unfore- 
seen expenses for the Chx- 
BC Bike Trail ($700,000). 
“We paved a 19 mile road 
for $2 mil and we are ap- 
proaching $3 mil for a bike 
trail,” questioned Chris- 
tensen. Commissioner 
Robert Draves pointed out 
that no increase has been 
given to Mental Health, yet 
the Health Department of 
Northwestern Michigan is 
getting a 3% increase in 
funding. Draves referenced 
back to when Health Offi- 
cer, Lisa Peacock attended 
arecent meeting and 
showed that the Health De- 
partment was comfortably 
in the black even after giv- 
ing employees a 3% cost of 
living wage increase. Pea- 
cock originally requested 
an 8% increase, 5% rein- 
stated from cuts last year 
and an additional 3%. “We 
gave nothing to Mental 
Health. I have a problem 
and I will probably vote 
against this budget if that 
3% stays on,” said Draves. 
“One of the reasons I’m 
comfortable (cutting the 
3%) is that at last night’s 
meeting they didn’t respect 
their board wishes, but I 
would make this request 
even if last night didn’t 
happen. Mental Health for 
the last 12-15 years has not 
received an increase from 
this board,” clarified 
Draves who sits on the 
Mental Health Board. Ac- 
cording to Draves the 3% 
accounts for .00029% of the 
NWMHD budget. The Sher- 
iffs department and Jail 
were not given any in- 
crease in revenue. “He 
makes it a mission of his to 
bring his budget to a re- 
spectable level,” said Chris- 
tensen of Sheriff Vondra. 
The General and Sub- 
sidiary budgets passed 5-1, 
Draves opposed.

housing and pasturing ani- 
mals but concern of taking 
the property from a rural set- 
ting to a commercial venture 
prevails. 

Neighbors of the property 
are especially concerned 
about the presence of the car- 
rousel. “How does an amuse- 
ment park ride become an 
allowed use in Farm and For- 
est?” said Susan Parks who 
also requested a definition of 


interpretive farm which she 
called an ambiguous term. 
Sarah VanHorn from the 
Chamber of Commerce spoke 
in support of the venue com- 
menting on the added com- 
merce it would bring and the 
Muellers efforts to adjust the 
plans to make it a good fit for 
the neighborhood. “I think 
this will add to the nostalgia 
of Charlevoix,” she added. 
Ken Carnwath, President of 
the Sequinota Association 
spoke on behalf of the associ- 
ation, “Our residents in gen- 
eral are supportive of what 
the Muellers are planning 
with the petting farm. I agree 
it needs to conform to Farm 
and Forest (zoning regula- 
tions).” However, Nancy Fer- 
guson who lives across the 
street from the property 
stated that, “The carrousel 
and any other amusement 
park ride need to go because 
they are not allowed in Farm 
and Forest. The scope of this 
project is way beyond what 
they discussed with their 
neighbors. We’d just like this 
to be kept to the Farm and 
Forest (zoning) and what’s al- 
lowed there.” 


Becket and Raeder Plan- 
ning Advisor John Iacoangeli 
explained at the meeting that 
there is a precedence for 
these sorts of venues in Ag- 
tourism. “This is how the Ag- 
tourism component is 
starting to evolve,” he said. 
Board Member Prudence 
Kurtz expressed several 
times that she felt the project 
should “Start smaller, let the 
neighborhood see how it is 
and if all goes well you can 
come back,” she said. 

A site visit was set for Fri- 
day, September 10 at the car- 
rousel to see firsthand if it 
was loud and disruptive.

ELLSWORTH - An all-vol- 
unteer project that helps 
local foster and adoptive fam- 
ilies achieve success opened a 
chapter in Antrim and 
Charlevoix Counties this 
summer. It’s called Clara’s 
Hope‘s Northwest and its 
mission is to engage the com- 
munity-at-large in the sup- 
port of local foster and 
adoptive families. They 
achieve this by taking care of 
the entire family, offering 
support that is geared toward 
moving families from simply 
surviving to thriving. Most 
Foster Families only foster 
once. Foster family retention 
and success is the goal. 

How Clara’s Hope works is 
through community volun- 
teers that give 2-4 hours of 
their time each month to pro- 
vide transportation, meals, 
small home repairs, mentor- 
ing, and some child care. Let- 
ting the families know they 
are not alone. “We want to 
touch the families in some 
way to say we care, you are 
doing great, don’t give up, we 
have your back,” said Clara’s 
Hope Northwest Director 
Sally Dieck. 

Clara’s Hope also provides 
families with needed items 
like first night packs anda 
back pack full of school sup- 
plies for each child. As well 
as directing families to infor- 
mation on needed resources, 
services and training. Also 
offering the occasional family 
fun activity and timeout for 
Mom and Dad. And perhaps 
most importantly, educating 
the community about how 
they can help meet the needs 
of these families.

To the Editor, 

Tam a resident of East Jor- 
dan, Michigan and I was in 
(virtual) attendance of the 
spectacle that was on display, 
live, September 7th, 2021. As 
a concerned citizen, I now de- 
mand that my words be con- 
sidered, with no less weight 
and measure, than those that 
were so loudly and promi- 
nently on public display this 
afternoon, prior to the inter- 
ruption. 

It is difficult to know where 
exactly to begin, with so 
many points to be consid- 
ered, but perhaps to firmly 
and clearly state that I, and 
my family (one of whom 
shall be starting public 
school this year and another 
who served the public school 
system for decades), are 
firmly in favor of the mask 
mandate for public schools. 
Our student, who is a diag- 
nosed autistic, has expressed 
to us no difficulty wearing 
their mask properly, when it 
is appropriate to do so, either 
at play or at work, since this 
whole mess started. 

During the course of the 
proceedings, I was witness to 
many very emotional and 
heartfelt opinions and testi- 
monies. Many mothers, fa- 
thers, grandparents and 
everything in between had a 
great deal to say about “MY 
child” and “MY health” and 
“MY rights”, but precious lit- 
tle was expressed regarding 
the rights, health and chil- 
dren of others. 

There are a great many 
facts and ‘truths’ being 
tossed about these days and I 
am by no means a subject- 
matter expert, but some facts 
that I have been readily fa- 
miliar with, since before the 
event is: no, masks do not ap- 
preciably protect the unin- 
fected from infection. That 
has never been their purpose. 
At no time has any medical 
professional that I’ve been in 
consult with either recently 
or before the affair expressed 
that this was ever their in- 
tended function and neither 
has any of the (admittedly 
limited) medical training that 
T have received even hinted at 
this. The function of the 
mask is to prevent the in- 
fected (or the unknown) from 
infecting others, which is 
why the surgeon wears the 
mask and not the patient 
they are operating on. But 
therein lies the complication 
that I feel many who are 
against wearing masks are 
conflicting with. 

It seems difficult for some

The biggest obstacle 
Clara’s Hope Northwest has 
encountered since it began 
its outreach in August is 
making contact with the fos- 
ter families themselves. “We 
either can’t get the names of 
adoptive or foster parents or 
when we do get a name and 
number people don’t answer 
the phone. They haven’t 
heard of us and think we are 
ascam. They think, ’Why 
would you want to help us”- 
scam,” said Dieck who has 
been invited by DSS to attend 
various events to introduce 
the program but because of 
COVID those events have 
been repeatedly canceled. 
“We have tee shirts we are 
asking people to wear to help 
get the word out,” she said. 

Clara’s Hope Northwest is 
a branch off of Clara’s Hope 
of Genesee and Livingston 
Counties. It is governed by a 
board of directors and is an 
outreach of the Ellsworth 
Wesleyan Church. They 
would like other churches to 
partner with them so they 
can expand into Emmett 
County. 

Clara’s Hope Northwest’s 
parent organization was 
started by foster parents 
Tami and David Kromer and 
is named for their adopted 
daughter Clara Bea. The 
Kromers have fostered over 
40 children and adopted 3. 
But when they adopted Clara, 
who was born without a 
brain, their church rallied, 
providing support they 
hadn’t realized they needed. 
“People just helped us in 
areas we didn’t know to ask 
or what to ask for,” said 
Tami. With the adoptions and 
foster placements prior to 
Clara, “People told us words 
of encouragement but mostly 


to be bothered with even the 
most minimal of inconven- 
ience when it serves no im- 
mediate benefit to 
themselves. And this is the 
key statement of fact: “I do 
not wear my mask to protect 
myself. I wear it to protect 
you.” This could have been 
the most basic, simplest and 
yet most profound of demon- 
strations of community care 
that this nation could have 
expressed to the world and 
yet we have failed miserably 
as a society to show even the 
narrowest of concerns for 
our own countrymen. This 
nation and indeed all nations 
are built upon ever branch- 
ing networks of communities 
that grow outward from the 
individual to all persons liv- 
ing on this planet and yet 
many could not be bothered 
to do even the smallest thing 
to demonstrate concern for 
literally the person standing 
next to them. This is how a 
society fails. 

Talso heard many state- 
ments that chose to invoke 
the military service of family 
members: fathers, sons, 
grandfathers and so on. I AM 
a veteran. I volunteered to 
serve my country in my 
youth and did so honorably. 
And as a veteran, I challenge 
any of these people to ask 
their fathers, sons, and 
grandfathers or even to go 
down to the local legion chap- 
ter house and ask a random 
vet to educate them on the 
virtues of duty, respect, self- 
less-service and camaraderie. 
Any of them who have been 
there will tell you that a sol- 
dier is only as good as his 
unit, that they understand 
the notion that what affects 
one affects them all and what 
matters most, on the line, the 
only thing you can truly de- 
pend on, is the soldier stand- 
ing next to you. Veterans are 
not heroes and patriots be- 
cause they had guns and 
fought for their country, but 
because they worked in serv- 
ice of something beyond 
themselves as individuals, to 
champion the best ideals and 
principals that this nation is 
built upon, including the 
right to disagree with not 
only each other, but with our 
elected and appointed offi- 
cials. I challenge anyone who 
would claim themselves a 
‘patriot’ to announce unam- 
biguously what they are so 
proud to have accomplished 
for their community rather 
than stand upon the shoul- 
ders of the service and sacri- 
fice of others. What was the

backed away,” she said. Clara 
died at 8 months, 8 days of 
age. Knowing that the help 
their church had given them 
during the very difficult jour- 
ney of Clara’s life had al- 
lowed them to provide 
healthier care for her and her 
siblings, they knew this 
couldn’t stop. And the jour- 
ney to create a system to help 
‘the system’ work the way it 


should/could, began. 

There was a lot of stopping 
and starting and not knowing 
what to do. “At first, we 
moved in many different di- 
rections trying to figure out 
what this thing looked like,” 
said Tami. They eventually 
got the attention of the 
Hagerman Foundation and 
received a $50,000 grant. “So 
for two years we kind of

nature of their service? Did it 
truly serve the whole com- 
munity or just the part of it 
they belonged to? I’ve earned 
my rights (not the least of 
which was the right to speak 
at this public hearing) 
through personal sacrifice 
and service to this country. 
How have you earned yours? 

That would have been the 
end of my statement, but the 
proceedings, this afternoon 
gave cause to voice further 
grievances. I was given to un- 
derstand that the purpose of 
the hearing was to hear the 
voices of all sides of the de- 
bate. We all heard very emo- 
tional and heartfelt opinions 
and testimonials from one 
side of an argument that 
should have had little enough 
to do with opinions and emo- 
tion and even ‘truth’ and 
everything to do with facts. 
When the other side was 
given opportunity to speak, 
they were shouted down, be- 
rated and bullied into silence 
and it was permitted. This is 
not how a Democratic Repub- 
lic functions. It services the 
public will... All of them. Not 
just the ones who shout the 
loudest or cry the most and it 
does so fairly, justly and 
without bias or emotion, 
using facts to support deci- 
sions made on their behalf. 
Not opinions. 

One of the officials men- 
tioned more than a hundred 
people waiting to speak re- 
motely and a handful did, but 
then the forum was comman- 
deered by persons intent on 
disrupting the proceedings. 
Their reasons were irrele- 
vant and I’m sure the appro- 
priate measures are being 
taken on that, but the fact re- 
mains that the process was 
incomplete. It was discontin- 
ued before many who had 
just as much right to speak 
were given their opportunity. 
People who were waiting pa- 
tiently, like responsible and 
rational adults are expected 
to do in a civilized society. 
The reasonable expectation 
was that the hearing would 
be resumed at a later time 
and those who were forcibly 
silenced would be heard and 
considered with equal meas- 
ure. Instead, the board chose 
to make a ruling. 

Given the facts and impli- 
cations on the matter, I can 
only draw two possible con- 
clusions: either the decision 
was made hastily, in order to 
appease a very vocal and 
emotional minority whose 
voice was only so clearly 
heard because they happened 


to be the first to speak with- 
out interruption and without 
due consideration of the op- 
position OR the decision was 
made prior to the hearing 
and the whole thing was a 
pretentious farce, not only 
for the way that community 
members conducted them- 
selves in what should have 
been an unbiased and fair 
public forum, but also in the 
deceitful manner in which 
the pretense of public con- 
sensus was held with no in- 
tention of actually hearing 
out the voices of the con- 
stituency. Either way, each 
and every one of the mem- 
bers of that board should be 
held in contempt, if only be- 
cause it was permitted to con- 
tinue without objection. 

Regardless of my personal 
feelings on the matter, the de- 
cision has been made and to 
expect yet another reversal 
on the part of the board 
would only serve to further 
undermine the authority by 
which they function, that 
(from my perspective) hangs 
by a very narrow and tenu- 
ous thread as it is. My only 
hope for my child to be able 
to continue their budding 
public education is that the 
local school leadership has 
the good sense and intestinal 
fortitude to take into account 
the hard earned wisdom of 
subject-matter experts and 
disregard the frantic 
tantrums and threats. And 
for the members of this 
board, I can only hope that 
you will, at the very least, 
make a better show of at- 
tempting to take a clear and 
unbiased consensus of the 
public whose best interest 
you claim to serve.

To the Board of Health of 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan, 

Iam writing to you yet 
again and would appreciate 
acknowledgement of receiv- 
ing this letter as well as the 
previous one. Today, you 
made a choice for a four 
county region after hearing 
hours of tantrum-throwing 
from grown people who could 
not respect the rights of 
those in attendance that they 
did not agree with. I know be- 
cause I sat through all of the 
same speeches, only to be 
kicked out of the Zoom meet- 
ing due to hackers. If that 


floundered, then we drew up 
a business plan, hired a so- 
cial worker and began solicit- 
ing the Department of Social 
Services and foster care 
agencies that we wanted to 
help foster care families,” she 
said. One of the first steps 
was to connect with a local 
trauma therapist and begin 
identifying needs. They then 
decided to focus on foster 
care, not just on the children 
in foster care but the families 
that live daily in the trenches 
with traumatized children. 
They started in their church 
providing trauma training to 
the staff and volunteers and 
soon attracted new families 
that had heard about the 
church that was a foster care 
friendly place. “They knew 
their kids were not going to 
get kicked out because of dis- 
ruptive behavior and that we 
would honor the no picture 
policy and there would be 
extra helpers available,” said 
Tami. “So we attracted 15-20 
families that were interested 
in becoming part of a com- 
munity with people who un- 
derstand what they are going 
through.” These parents 
were offered opportunities to 
build relationships. “From 
there we started identifying 
needs. Therapy for Mom, not 
just the kids, this family 
doesn’t need clothes but 
needs sensory toys. Just 
working with the families 
specifically to find out what 
their needs are. You can’t 
paint with a broad brush,” 
said Tami. 

Clara’s Hope of Genesee 
and Livingston Counties are 
presently servicing 65 fami- 
lies, utilizing volunteers to 
offer one meal per month to 
each family that wants one. 
In 2020 they provided 419 
meals as well as houseclean- 
ing and handyman services, 


weren’t enough, we then had 
to search out the answer to 
the looming question: What 
is the Board of Health going 
to do? 

Fascinatingly, we found 
out that six of you had al- 
ready made up your minds 
without hearing from the 
100+ individuals that had 
been waiting for hours via 
Zoom to have their voices 
heard on the subject. Al- 
though, there were clearly 
voices on Zoom that would 
have supported your cause, 
you silenced those of us with 
equally valid arguments. I 
suspect you made your politi- 
cally motivated decisions 
prior to even setting foot in 
that meeting today, con- 
stituents be damned. For how 
many of those in attendance 
who tried to invoke the Con- 
stitution, military and their 
service, you silenced this mil- 
itary family. You are repre- 
sentatives of the people. 
Regardless of if you agree 
with all of the people in your 
county, you are representa- 
tive of those people. Regard- 
less of your political agenda, 
this is not a one-man show. 

Unlike you, we were not 
paid with taxpayer dollars to 
sit and listen to that garbage 
for hours, to wait patiently 
for our turn to express an al- 
ternative version of the nar- 
rative in which you were 
bathed. You have wasted all 
of our time and made it clear 
that you don’t actually care 
what the electorate wants, 
needs or believes. You, your- 
selves, stated that it was an 
open forum and that it was 
procedure for everyone to re- 
ceive the opportunity to 
speak if they so desired and 
yet, when technology failed, 
you took the opportunity to 
toss aside public opinion for 
your own... 

Today’s display was a dis- 
gusting example of what will 
be the failing of the country 
that I so love. Additionally, 
make no mistake, foreign 
powers are absolutely watch- 
ing America as we seemingly 
implode over something as 
simple as wearing a mask to 
protect one another. 

We are a military family. 
My husband not only grew 
up on base the world over, he 
also served this country. My 
husband’s father was career 
military and my father 
served as well. Both were 
Purple Heart recipients who 
came home severely disabled. 
Our grandfathers also 
served. Our family has sacri- 
ficed far beyond what many 


mentoring and scholarships 
to therapy. As well as provid- 
ing trauma training to local 
churches, daycares, schools 
and families. They also work 
with local agencies and or- 
ganizations to meet needs in 
the community like provid- 
ing cribs and car seats or 
whatever might be a barrier 
to a family saying yes to fos- 
tering. 

Clara’s Hope Northwest is 
just getting off the ground 
but they hit the road run- 
ning. They have lofty goals 
and are presently recruiting 
volunteers and sponsors. 
They provided 72 stuffed 
backpacks to the Department 
of Social services in Septem- 
ber, have made contact with 
local foster families (not as 
many as they would like) and 
have begun providing a 
monthly meal as well as 
other individual needs. A 
handy-person group of vol- 
unteers is being pieced to- 
gether with volunteers 
proficient in simple electric, 
plumbing, carpentry, auto 
and computer repair. The 
next event planned is Sockto- 
ber. Dieck has made contact 
with area schools asking for 
their help to promote a drive 
to gather socks, pajamas, 
onesies, diapers and other ne- 
cessities. “My aims are high 
and I am praying to have oth- 
ers come along beside me,” 
said Dieck.

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Schools and subi respond to mask mandate 
from Health Department of NW Michigan

On Friday, August 27, 2021 
The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan issued a 
5-page order requiring uni- 
versal masking in all educa- 
tional institutions in the four 
county region it serves. The 
order came late in a month 
long effort on the part of 
school boards to establish 
policies that would provide a 
safe learning environment 
and accommodate the wishes 
of their constituency. All of 
the school boards in 
Charlevoix, Antrim, Otsego 
and Emmet counties had sub- 
mitted a masking plan at the 
time the order was issued. 

The order provoked a letter 
from four Board of Health 
representatives requesting 
that it be rescinded and at the 
following September 7th reg- 
ular meeting of the Board of 
Health attracted a little over 
200 community members 
plus an additional 250 or so 
attending the meeting via 
Zoom. At that meeting, BOH 
representatives voted to re- 
scind the order 7-1 but were 
told by legal council that they 
did not have the power to do 
so. Since then, Health Officer, 
Lisa Peacock, reiterated that 
the order will not be re- 
scinded. 

Most area schools opened 
their doors on September 8 
and responses to the order 
have been varied throughout 
the region. 

In Charlevoix County, 
Patrick Little, Boyne City 
Schools Superintendent said, 
“Of the roughly 1400 students 
BCPS serves, we have had ex- 
cellent compliance with the 
requirements. 

There are many “reluctant 


maskers” who would rather 
not mask, but want the bene- 
fit of in-person education, 
music, and sports - so they 
comply.” Michael Ritter, 
Charlevoix Public School Su- 
perintendent echoed his com- 
ments, “Our students and 
staff have responded well to 
the mask requirement and it 
does support keeping stu- 
dents and staff in school, 
which is the goal of everyone 
in our district! If everyone 
wears a mask, the quarantine 
rules go from 6 ft. down to 3 
ft.” Heather Ford has an ele- 
mentary age child in Boyne 
City Schools. “The school 
needs to have guidance from 
someone and the Health De- 
partment is an unbiased 
source. So I respect the fact 
that they are following those 
recommendations. I don’t 
think there is a perfect an- 
swer, I can see both sides of 
the mask debate but at the 
same time I’m glad the school 
is erring on the side of cau- 
tion and safety,” she said. 
Charlevoix County’s repre- 
sentative on the BOH doesn’t 
see the order as a masking 
issue. “I am not opposed to 
masks, and believe that peo- 
ple should be free to wear 
them. The board of health 
vote to rescind the mask 
mandate was not due to oppo- 
sition to masks, rather that 
we wanted the local school 
districts, and local school 
boards, to be able to have 
their voices heard, and to 
make a determination for 
themselves about how best to 
proceed, which I would re- 
mind everyone, is in agree- 
ment with our Governor, and 
State MDHHS, both of whom 
have NOT placed a mask 
mandate in effect. As re- 
cently as Sept 2, our Gover- 


nor restated that she would 
not place a mask mandate. I 
believe people are angry 
about being dictated to, and 
would like their own voices to 
be heard. All of us love our 
children, and to suggest oth- 
erwise is ridiculous,” said 
Charlevoix County Commis- 
sion representative to the 
BOH, Scott Hankins. 

In Otsego County both 
commissioners on the BOH 
parallel Hankins comment. 
Julie Powers, Otsego County 
Commissioner on the BOH 
stated that the situation 
should have been handled dif- 
ferently. She said, “First, and 
foremost, I want our children 
to be safe. I do, however, feel 
that parents and school 
boards should be making the 
decision about masking. The 
mandate that was issued at 
5:30 on a Friday evening with 
no input from the Health 
Board was sneaky at best.” 
Otsego County Commis- 
sioner on the BOH Robert 
Pallarito said, “The Board of 
Health’s actions have never 
been about COVID-19, masks, 
or vaccination. It is about the 
bureaucratic overreach of 
the Health Director taking 
parent’s rights away. The 
elected Board of Education’s 
job is to work with parents, 
staff, and administration to 
decide what is best for our 
children. The decision to 
mask needs to be decided at 
this level. In the case of Gay- 
lord Community Schools, it 
was an intense process, in- 
volving all parties, that of- 
fered 3 instruction options 
(masking, no mask, and on- 
line). This plan was widely 
accepted. The Health Depart- 
ment overruled the elected 
Board of Education and par- 
ents efforts and imposed a 


Bergman, Colleagues press CDC to show 
science on masking in schools 


WASHINGTON - Rep. 
Jack Bergman (MI-01) 
joined Reps Jay Obernolte 
(CA-08) and 31 additional 
Members of the U.S. House 
of Representatives calling 
on Center for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) 
Director Rochelle Walen- 
sky to publicly lay out the 
science behind their deci- 
sion to recommend chil- 
dren wear masks in school. 

“We have been repeat- 
edly told to trust the sci- 
ence regarding how the 
CDC creates its policies, yet 
the lack of transparency in 
how this recommendation 
was made and the absence 
of studies to support it is 
both concerning and ex- 
tremely frustrating to par- 
ents of school-aged 
children. Therefore, as 
schools are set to reopen 
under strict and tenuously 
justified mask mandates 
based on CDC recommen- 
dations, we respectfully re- 
quest answers to these 
questions,” stated the law- 
makers in a letter to Direc- 
tor Walensky. 

While most credible re- 
search has concluded that 


children, and young chil- 
dren in particular, have a 
very low risk of facing seri- 
ous complications from 
COVID-19 and its variants, 
there has been a troubling 
lack of data on the poten- 
tial impacts of mask wear- 
ing on social development 
for children, especially in 
the case of elementary 
school students. At the 
same time, vaccinations are 
now regularly available for 
all adults and children aged 
12 and up, providing signifi- 
cant protection for teachers 
and school staff. 

Children have been dra- 
matically affected by the 
COVID-19 pandemic and 
they have missed out on 
key social developmental 
interactions over the past 
year. In-person education is 
essential to supporting chil- 
dren and families by not 
only providing education 
but also opportunities to 
engage in activities to sup- 
port healthy development 
and access to social, men- 
tal, and physical health 
services, which can reduce 
stress and mitigate nega- 
tive developmental out- 


comes. 

The letter specifically 
asks the CDC to answer the 
following questions: 

1. What scientific evi- 
dence is the CDC relying on 
in recommending students 
to wear masks? 

2. Has the CDC identified 
conclusive data indicating 
school-aged children’s po- 
tential for transmitting the 
COVID-19 virus and its 
variants? 

3. What is the risk that 
vaccinated school staff con- 
tract a life-threatening case 
of COVID-19 when per- 
forming their duties absent 
restrictions? 

4. What are the develop- 
mental and educational im- 
pacts of requiring masks 
during in-person education 
for K-12 students? What 
conclusive studies analyz- 
ing these impacts have 
been conducted or are un- 
derway? 

5. What metrics will be 
considered in the future for 
modifying the current guid- 
ance regarding mask wear- 
ing by school children? 


Rep. Borton pledges support for pro-life protections 


Following Gov. Gretchen 
Whitmer’s calls for the 
Legislature to limit protec- 
tions for unborn children, 
state Rep. Ken Borton, of 
Gaylord, today issued the 
following statement em- 
phasizing his pro-life prin- 
ciples: 

“No matter what Gov. 
Whitmer or her allies say, I 


will continue to stand up 
for innocent human life at 
every stage. People — in- 
cluding unborn babies — 
deserve protection, and I 
will not waiver in my com- 
mitment to the defense of 
life. In cooperation with my 
legislative colleagues, I will 
firmly oppose the gover- 
nor’s efforts to diminish 


protections for the un- 
born.” 

Borton represents the 
105th House District, which 
includes the counties of 
Antrim, Charlevoix, Mont- 
morency, Oscoda and Ot- 
sego. 


unilateral mandate, after 
hours on a Friday.” In a let- 
ter from Gaylord School 
Board of Education President 
Jeff Wieber to Health Officer, 
Lisa Peacock, he stated, “GCS 
has had a history of partner- 
ship, trust, respect and col- 
laboration with you and the 
entire local public health de- 
partment and no fair reason 
existed to cause you to act in 
such a unilateral manner in 
issuing your mask order. It is 
important that you under- 
stand that the GCS Board of 
Education considers your ac- 
tion in issuing your mask 
order on a Friday evening, 
after business hours, in ad- 
vance of schools opening and 
after acceptance of our EOP, 
as disrespectful and inconsid- 
erate and has resulted in a 
level of distrust between our 
respective entities as well as 
creating unnecessary turmoil 
and upset for and between 
our families and commu- 
nity.” 

Nearly 50 Gaylord High 
School students spent their 
first day of school in the au- 
ditorium because they re- 
fused to wear masks. On 
September 12 a video was put 
on Facebook of the high 
school principal, flanked 
with the Sheriffs Depart- 
ment, giving students an ulti- 
matum. “Either mask and go 
to class or choose to leave. 
I’m letting you know now, if 
you choose to leave, you'll be 
suspended,” he said. Kim- 
berly Rollins, parent of a 
Gaylord Middle School stu- 
dent feels the Health Depart- 
ment order is an 
overreaction. “Over the past 
year recommendations for 
hand washing and sanitizing 
as well as social distancing 
has clearly reduced the num- 
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ber of viruses we would nor- 
mally see. This is evidence 
that better habits along with 
the low mortality rate of this 
virus in children, that makes 
mask mandates an overreac- 
tion,” she said. 

In Antrim County one rep- 
resentative on the BOH also 
spoke of the order as a viola- 
tion of parent’s rights. 
“There are many people on 
both sides of the masking de- 
bate. The way that it was is- 
sued on a Friday afternoon at 
5:30 with no input from the 
Board of Health was both 
wrong and un- 

American. There are schools 
in Antrim County where 
100% of the parents, teachers, 
and students are in favor of 
masking choice, yet they are 
forced to comply with a man- 
date issued by an unelected 
officer. Parents love their 
kids more than anyone else 
and they should be allowed to 
do what is best for their 
kids,” said County Commis- 
sioner Jarris Rubingh. 

David Rasmussen has a 
student in the Ellsworth Mid- 
dle School and thinks the 
order is just fine. “I think the 
parents should stay out of it 
because the kids don’t seem 
to have a problem with it,” he 
said. Rasmussen’s wife works 
at Petoskey, McClaren Hospi- 
tal on the COVID floor. 
“Masks work,” he said. An- 
other parent of a Central 
Lake Middle School student 
who doesn’t want to be 
named because of the emo- 
tions surrounding this topic 
said, “The kids are caught in 
the middle it’s the parent’s 
fighting over it. They just 
want to go to school.” Presi- 
dent of the Board of Educa- 
tion of Central Lake Schools, 
Greg Shooks stated that at a 
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special August 16th board 
meeting the board choose to 
not mandate masks but when 
the health department over- 
ruled and they will follow the 
rule. “The health department 
has the best interest of our 
children in mind when they 
make these decisions,” he 
said. 

In Emmet County no 
school officials or elected offi- 
cials responded to our ques- 
tion. Andy Sneddon, 
Assistant Director/ Athletics 
Communications at Central 
Michigan University and par- 
ent of a student at Petoskey 
High School said, “I work at 
CMU and of course we have a 
mask mandate for students 
and staff at the university. 
I’m fine with that. I havea 
daughter that is a senior at 
Petoskey High School where 
they also have a mask man- 
date. We have always done 
everything that has been 
asked of us to do to keep us 
safe. Everyone in my family 
is vaccinated. I’m not a scien- 
tist. I’m not necessarily cer- 
tain wearing a mask makes 
much of a difference, but I 
trust health officials and sci- 
entists that tell us it does help 
keep us safe.” 

A representative from 
Grayling Schools which is 
not under the authority of 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan has cho- 
sen to leave the masking 
issue in the hands of parents 
stated that 75 new students 
have enrolled in the district 
since the order was issued. 
He did not say they were all 
from the Northwest Michi- 
gan Health Department Re- 
gion.
